Oh  God,   Our  Father,   we  pray  that  you  will  save  this  moment 
from  being  merely  a  gesture  to  custom  or  convention;   we  ask 
your  blessing  on  all  of  the  people  of  this  City  and  especially 
now  on  the  members  of  this  governing  Council;   grant  that  they 
may  see  issues  clearly  before  crisis  clouds  them  over;  that 
they  may  always  say  what  they  mean  and  mean  what  they  say; 
that  in  all  their  efforts  people  will  be  more  important  than 
things;   and  that  they  may  sec  themselves  not  as  rulers  but 
as  servants;   give  them  courage  to  face  all  their  responsibility 
with  humility;   to  learn  from  their  mistakes  and,   knowing  that 
criticism  will  come,   help  them  to  pick  from  it  what  is  helpful 
and  to  forget  what  is  unjust.     Grant,  Father,   that  they  may 
serve  the  people  of  this  City  with  the  best  they  have  to  give;

"Late  in  1972,  Council  considered  a  variety  of  projects  for 
submission  under  the  Local  Initiatives  Program,  attached  priorities 
to  the  various  projects,  and  authorized  forwarding  of  applications 
to  the  Federal  Government.     In  order  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  program,  certain  small  projects  were  combined  and  large  pro- 
jects split  up  for  the  purpose  of  the  application.

The  Local  Initiatives  Program  covers  the. period  December  1, 
1972  -  M.iv  71,   1  One  rennth  oT  the  total  project  period  has  al- 

ready passed,  and  hiring  the  necessary  staff  will  cause  further  delay 


If  the  projects  are  to  proceed,  the  earliest  possible  Council 
approval  is  desirable.     However,  Council  approval  now  would  require 
that  these  nine  project?,  be  considered  separately  from  other  City  L.I. P. 
projects  still  under  review  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  Manpower  office  has  advised  us  that  further  approvals  will 
be  announced  in  the  near  future.     If  all  the  City's  applications 
were  approved,  the  total  cost  to  the  City  for  non-capital  projects 
would  be  about  $625,000.        (The  City  share  for  capital  works  is  already 
provided  in  Five-Year  Plan  funds.)     The  total  City  share  of  the 
nine  projects  approved  to  date  by  the  Federal  Government  is 
$67,434. 

The  nine  projects  approved  to  date  were  all  designated  as 
priority  1     by    Council.     The  City  share  of  these  nine  projects 
($67,434)   is  23%  of  their  total  cost.     The  nine  projects  together 
represent    11%    of  the  total  possible  City  share  under  the  LIP  program 
if  all   non-capital  projects  were  approved  by  the  Federal  Government.  The 
earliest  possible  start  on  these  projects  seems  highly  desirable 
in  view  of  the  priorities  set,  and  the  relatively  low  City  share. 

The  City  Engineer  RECOMMENDS  that: 

1)  Council  approve  the  projects  listed  above  under  the  Local  Ini- 
tiatives Program,  and  authorize  the  several  Department  Heads 
to  proceed  in  accordance  with  normal  personnel,  payroll,  pur- 
chasing, etc.,  procedures; 

2)  Council  authorize  the  expenditure  of  funds  for  the  various 
projects  up  to  the  City  shares  listed  above,  in  advance  of 
budget; 

3)  the  City  Engineer  or  Deputy  City  Engineer  be  authorized  to 

sign  contracts  with  the  Government  of  Canada  for  these  projects." 

Your  Board  RECOMMENDS  the  foregoing  recommendations  of  the  City 
Engineer  be  adopted.'

Verbal  approval  has  been  received  from  Ottawa  sources  for 
project  no.  9.     This  is  a  continuation  of  a  1971-1972  LIP  project 
to  commission  works  of  art  for  public  buildings  and  outdoor  decoration 
as  well  as  to  provide  musical  performances,  mostly  out-of-doors. 

Project  No.  19  has  been  officially  approved  by  the  local  Canada 
Manpower  center.     It  involves  the  construction  of  5  miles  of  bicycle 
trail  in  Stanley  Park,  1%  miles  of  walking  trails  and  landscaping  in 
the  Champlain  Heights  park  sites,  the  planting  of  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubs  in  Van  Dusen  Gardens,  the  clearing  and  grading  of  a  new 
golf  course  site  in  the  southeast  sector,  as  well  as  clearing,  grading 
and  tree  planting  at  five  local  parks. 

The  City's  share  of  the  9  projects  described  in  the  December  28 
report  is  $67,434.     The  additional  2  projects  listed  above  will 
require  a  City  share  of  $175,358  for  a  total  of  $292,792.     All  were 
originally  rated  as  priority  one  by  the  previous  Council. 

The  above  projects    should  be  considered  with  the  9  previously 
reported.     The  same  recoinmendations  are  applicable." 

Your  Board  RECOMMENDS  approval  of  the  foregoing  report  of  the 
City  Engineer,  based  on  the  recomendations  contained  in  the  Board 
report  dated  December  28,  which  deals  with  the  9  other  LTP  projects.  '
